Brandon Graves wants 
to help animals... and 
scare you to death while 
he does it. 

Graves, 11, got his 
dog Lucky, a Cockapoo, 
from the Henry-Trimble 
County Animal Shelter 
after a raid on a local 
puppy mill in 2011. 

“When we got my 
dog Lucky, I saw that 
they didn’t have all the 
supplies like food, sham¬ 
poo and beds they need¬ 
ed,” Graves said. “We 
couldn’t take them all 
home. My grandparents 
do this every year and I 
thought this year people 
could bring donations 
for the shelters.” 

Graves’ grandpar¬ 
ents’ home will host a 
haunted house attrac¬ 
tion built on their prop¬ 
erty filled with maze- 
like corridors, black 
lights, spooky sounds 
and about 12 different 
ghastly characters in the 
haunted house corridors 
on Vernon Street for 
Halloween night. 

The attraction will 
be free and Graves just 
asks for donations to 
help out his four-legged 
friends. Graves and his 
family have made about 
500 treat bags for trick 
or treaters and will have 
canopies up in case of 
rain. 

Graves, with the 
support of local busi¬ 
nesses and the city 
of Eminence, expects 
a turnout of several 
hundred people. Mark 
Blackburn, of Mark’s 
Barbershop, said Graves 
impressed him and he 
will appear as one of the 
characters in the haunt¬ 
ed house. 

“He came up with the 
concept to raise money 
for the animal shelters 
and I’ve never seen a 
kid like him,” Blackburn 
said. “For an 11-year- 
old he has a heart like 
no one has. He worries 
about everyone else 
before himself.” 

Brandon’s mother, 
Angela Graves is 
impressed with her son 
and how the event con¬ 
tinues to grow. 

“I’ve always known 
he has a big heart and 
it’s all just above and 
beyond what I would 
expect,” Angela Graves 
said. “He always has 
new ideas and he made 
out these fliers, he

Every town has a collection of haunted 
tales hinged on horrific, historical happen¬ 
ings and the buildings that house them. 
But they don’t all don’t have a paranormal 
group actually investigate those places. 

Sight and Sound Paranormal came 
to the Henry County Courthouse last 
Friday night and Oct. 16 to investigate 
claims ranging from disembodied voices, 
footsteps, doors slamming, objects being 
thrown down hallways and an elevator that 
moves on its own . 

Traumatic events like hangings, Civil 
War skirmishes, mob lynching, past court¬ 
house jail inmate fatalities and suicides only 
add to the building’s macabre past. 

Using modern technology including 
infrared cameras, electromagnetic field 
meters, real-time recording, historical 
research and a staff of investigators, Sight

Eminence resident Justin Atchinson 
has filed a lawsuit against Eminence 
Independent School District challeng¬ 
ing the tax levy. 

Perry Arnold, who represents 
Atchison, said on Tuesday, “A pending 
lawsuit has been filed against Eminence 
Indenpendent School District challeng¬ 
ing the tax levy because of the public 
notice and public hearing.” 

Arnold said it was his position “for 
Mr. Atchinson that they did not comply 
with statute,” regarding posting of the 
public notice and public hearing. 

Atchison was part of a committee 
that collected signatures for a recall peti¬ 
tion filed Sept. 27 disputing the pro¬ 
posed tax increase. 

Henry County Clerk Juanita 
Lashley sent a notice to the Eminence 
Independent School Board, EIS 
Superintendent Buddy Berry and to the 
recall petition committee saying she had 
rejected the recall petition. 

“The affidavit should have had five 
signatures on it and it looked like

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Fairness ordinance is 


When the Pleasureville 
City Commission meets 
on Monday they’ll con¬ 
sider the second reading 
of a Fairness Ordinance, 
designed to prevent dis¬ 
crimination on a variety of 
levels. 

The city commission 
should, without hesita¬ 
tion, pass the law. It is, 
simply, the right thing to 
do. 

Big change sometimes 
comes in small steps. 

If the hamlet of Vicco, 
in the heart of eastern 
Kentucky — and with a 
population of less than 
400 people — can pass 
a fairness ordinance, 
Pleasureville can, too. 

Should Pleasureville 
pass the ordinance next

week, it will become 
the sixth Kentucky city 
to do so, joining Vicco, 
Louisville, Lexington, 
Frankfort and Covington. 

The ordinance would 
bar discrimination in real 
estate rental or sale, or in 


employment, based on 
race, color or national 
origin; sex and/or gender, 
including gender identity; 
religion; age; and/or sex¬ 
ual orientation, either real 
or perceived. It is based 
on the same ordinance 
passed in Vicco. 

At the time the ordi¬ 
nance was introduced and 
read by City Attorney Bill 
Brammell, there was sur¬ 
prisingly litde discussion. 

Many of the classes 
mentioned already are 
protected. But discrimi¬ 
nation based on gender 
identity or sexual orienta¬ 
tion is not presendy pro¬ 
hibited. It should be. 

Commissioner Diane 
Perry asked a pointed, 
and fair question. “Flow 


the right thing to do 


many employers do we 
have in Pleasureville. 

I’m not aware of anyone 
in this community that 
discriminates against any¬ 
one.” 

Whether we are aware 
of the discrimination or 
not, it surely exists. In 
Pleasureville, in any small 
town, discrimination 
exists. And whether or 
not it exists now is beside 
the point. Pass the law 
now to prevent future dis¬ 
crimination. 

The ordinance also 
makes a statement about 
the city’s fundamen¬ 
tal foundations. Or, as 
Brammell phrased it: 
“There have been a few 
cities that started to do 
this. They are more or less 


making a statement as to 
their openness, making a 
social statement.” 

Is Pleasureville a city 
of fairness, or is it not? 
Residents or employees 
who feel they have been 
discriminated against 
because of gender iden¬ 
tity or sexual orientation 
might exist, they might 
not. But without a law to 
protect them before dis¬ 
crimination occurs... they 
most certainly will not 
speak up. 

Despite her question, 
Perry acknowledged that 
this is an issue the city 
will have to face at some 
point, unless the state 
does it first. 

But chances are, the 
state won’t do it first. 


If it hasn’t yet, it prob¬ 
ably won’t. Fairness isn’t 
a subject on the radar 
of many of our elected 
officials, many of whom 
lobbied several years 
ago to define marriage 
in Kentucky as a union 
between one man and 
one woman — a law that 
should be stricken from 
the books, and likely will 
be in the not too distant 
future. 

But that does not 
mean passing a fairness 
ordinance is not a worthy 
enterprise. In fact, it is. 
Passing the ordinance 
would, to borrow a 
phrase, put the city on the 
right side of history. 

The entire county 
should follow suit.

I attended a short class from 
Stanford University named 
“Diabetes Self-Management 
Class” for diabetics and their 
families. It gave me access to 
the things that diabetics need 
to know. Everyone who has dia¬ 
betes or is a caregiver needs to 
attend it because it covers in one 


place the concerns, problems 
encountered, tips, guidelines 
for weight control and exercise, 
good and bad foods, what oth¬ 
ers are doing, and learn with 
other diabetics what they need 
to know about the chronic dis¬ 
ease. It allowed us to share ideas 
and help each other find solu¬ 
tions to many of the daily prob¬ 
lems we encounter. About 20 
percent of the class was strictly 
for diabetics. The other 80 per¬ 
cent applies to everyone but is 
extremely important for diabet¬ 
ics. 

We had knowledgeable people, 
Mona Huff and Fran Leonard, 
from the KIPDA Rural Diabetes 
Coalition - Henry County 
Chapter who led the class but 
took time to go into concerns 
and questions that individuals 
wanted answered. The leaders 
encouraged the class to stay in 
close contact with their doctors 
and pharmacists. They recom¬ 
mended keeping diabetic IDs 
and a list of medications (dos¬ 
ages and schedule). Sticking 
to taking your medicines and 
food on a regular schedule was 
encouraged. 

They tried diligently to get 
more people attending and 


understanding diabetes. The 
KRDC has a website (www.krd- 
coalition.com/) to help keep the 
latest information available for 
diabetics. It is unfortunate that 
so few are taking advantage of 
the free class, book, information 
available, and the interaction 
with others who have the disease 
and other complications. 

Please call Mona Huff 
at (502) 845-6849 to learn of all 
the educational events coming 
up. Nov. 2 is the next important 
event because there are national 
speakers, experts, and profes¬ 
sionals discussing diabetes in 
Henry County at the Middle 
School. If you have diabetes,

and Sound Paranormal 
looked to objectively 
prove or disprove those 
claims. 

Claims 

The claims and per¬ 
sonal accounts come 
from people who have 
worked in the courthouse. 
They include trained law 
enforcement and court¬ 
house employees who, 
due to their professions, 
wished to remain anony¬ 
mous. 

One courthouse 
employee reported hear¬ 
ing the elevator operating 
on its own, but only late 
at night and on Monday 
evenings. 

“One night I did hear 
a door shut. We couldn’t 
figure out where that 
came from,” the employee 
said. “I’ve been here

Everybody says it was 
the little girl (young girl 
hanged at gallows on 
courthouse grounds in 
1868). Anytime anything 
happened, it was said that 
it was her. I don’t like 
to be here at night. It’s 
eerie.” 

Hansen agreed, and has 
heard the stories. 

“They have told me 
about all of these ghosts,” 
Hansen said. “I have sat 
here with (name omit¬ 
ted) we actually heard the 
elevator go up or come 
down. That was kind of 
weird to us. As far as see¬ 
ing anything, I’ve never 
seen anything at all.” 

But a few other law 
enforcement officers have. 

“I am going to tell 
you up front that I don’t 
believe in ghosts,” one 
officer said, “but one 
night I was in the sheriff’s 
office and I heard one of 
the conduit elbow pieces 
fall off of one of the lights 
on the ceiling in the hall¬ 
way. I looked out there to 
see if someone was mess¬ 
ing with me. 

“I went back in to do 
the paperwork. About 
three or four minutes later 


it sounded like (the con¬ 
duit) was kicked down the 
hallway.” 

That officer thought 
someone was just play¬ 
ing a trick on him given 
the lapse in time from the 
object falling and then 
being kicked down the 
hallway. 

“I jumped up and 
looked and no one was 
out there. The conduit 
had fallen off of the ceil¬ 
ing and it had gone down 
the hallway. I thought to 
myself c how did it fall off 
and end up down by the 
clock (50 feet away).’ It 
sounded like someone 
kicked it because you 
could hear it shuffle across 
the floor. I don’t believe 
in ghosts but I couldn’t 
explain it.” 

Several personal 
accounts mentioned foot¬ 
steps, muffled conversa¬ 
tions and whistling. 

“I refuse to go in there 
late at night anymore. 

I ran out of there one 
night,” one source said. “I 
had gone there at night to 
turn in my paperwork. I 
hadn’t been with the sher¬ 
iff’s department very long. 
It sounded like someone 


whistled at me to get my 
attention from the back 
part of the hall as I was 
going into the office. I ran 
out of the courthouse it 
startled me so bad and I 
refused to go in there any¬ 
more at night after that.” 

The frequency of late 
night activity witnessed by 
another officer over a span 
of several years convinced 
them the source of the 
activity was anything but 
normal. 

“Sitting there so many 
times (late at night), I 
would hear noises... foot¬ 
steps like someone coming 
down the stairways.” 

The source had similar 
experiences of hearing 
footsteps, and said doors 
between the jury cham¬ 
bers, judges’ offices and 
the courtroom would 
close. The two sounds 
didn’t occur together, but 
sounded like common 
workday activity. 

“We are trained, as law 
enforcement officers, to 
look at evidence,” the 
source said. “We look at 
what has occurred and for 
the evidence to back that 
up... it goes with apply¬ 
ing reason. When the only

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evidence you have are 
those sounds, you can’t 
just pass that off as if you 
didn’t hear it. I would 
argue with anyone about 
what I heard.” 

The source explained 
that the courthouse was 
heated with steam and the 
pipes would make pop¬ 
ping and hissing sounds, 
but that didn’t explain the 
sounds during the warmer 
seasons. 

“The pipe sounds aren’t 
rhythmic like footsteps. I 
really thought this stuff 
through because I was 
convinced someone was 
getting into the court¬ 
house. I believe with my 
eyes and my ears — not 
just sound,” the source 
said. “I don’t scare easily. 

I know the story of the 
little girl and the hang¬ 
ing of those prisoners at 
Clements’ bridge (a mob 
took prisoners from the 
courthouse’s cells and 
hanged them the same 
year the present court¬ 
house was built). There 
was also the Civil War 
fighting out here by the 
courthouse.. .there were 
also plenty of deaths at the 
jail. . It could be an entity 
or an apparition. 

“It happened so much 
that I started to ignore it.” 

Investigation protocol 

Thomas Hood and Jeff 
Hinton cofounded Sight 
and Sound Paranormal. 
The group keeps client 
information confidential 
and doesn’t charge for 
investigations. 

“We’ll do anything 
where people feel there 
is a substantial need to 
investigate,” Hood said. 
“We love doing historical 
buildings. We’ve done sev¬ 
eral in Shelby County.” 

The group researches 
historic and public 
records, and does prelimi¬ 
nary interviews for person¬ 
al accounts and client con¬ 
cerns. The investigators 
like disproving paranormal 
claims as much as they like 
proving them. 

“We investigated 
an antique store in 
Shelbyville. We were get¬ 
ting some return noises 
upon request during the 
investigation, or so we 
thought,” Hood said. “It 
turned out to be loose 
joists that Jeff (Hinton) 
found and we were able to 
debunk it.” 

The group’s most com¬ 
pelling evidence has been 
audio. 

“What people refer to 
as EVPs, which are elec¬ 
tronic voice phenomena, 
those occur when you 
capture what seems to be 
an other-worldly voice 
or even human sound¬ 
ing voice on a recording 
device while your inves¬ 
tigating and conducting 
interviews,” Hood said. 
“You may not have heard 
it with your own ears 
in real time. We don’t 


know how those voices 
are captured on tape or if 
they were produced with 
frequencies we couldn’t 
hear at the time... we’ve 
had male and female 
sounding voices that have 
answered direct questions 
and added to our own 
statements during a con¬ 
versation.” 

The group uses sta¬ 
tionary and hand-held 
audio recorders during 
an investigation. At the 
end of an investigation, 
the group will put the 
audio data onto a laptop 
and immediately copy the 
evidence for the client and 
individual investigators to 
ensure the evidence is not 
corrupted before leaving 
the site. 

Sight and Sound also 
sweeps rooms with elec¬ 
tromagnetic meters and 
digital thermometers. 
Where a client may experi¬ 
ence nausea, nervousness 
or hallucinations, the 
cause may be not para¬ 
normal but something as 
mundane as exposure to 
large amounts of electric¬ 
ity. 

Digital thermometers 
monitor shifts in tem¬ 
perature in a confined 
area that may be due 
to paranormal activity. 
Investigators could find a 
draft responsible for the 
discomfort. 

The group reviews 
several hours of audio 
and video material sift¬ 
ing through what may be 
compelling evidence that 
either supports a client’s 
claims or disproves them. 

“A couple of us are 
responsible for reviewing 
the audio,” Hood said. 
“We use software with 
compression, noise reduc¬ 
tion, hard limiting and 
amplification for bringing 
out subtle or low-level 
EVPs so we can discern 
them.” 

The group uses a mini¬ 
mal amount of software to 
not color the sound. 

Courthouse findings 

The group investigated 
the courthouse on two 
separate nights as late as 
3:30 a.m. to collect evi¬ 
dence. 

A stationary infrared 
camera was placed in the 
front entrance hallway 
where footsteps and mov¬ 
ing objects have been 
reported. 

An infrared camera was 
placed in the basement, 
where in the 1800s, cells 
were located from which 
a mob once pulled mem¬ 
bers of the marauder gang 
from and hanged them 
on a bridge on KY 146. 

A camera was placed by 
the elevator to check the 
claims of it moving on its 
own. 

Video documentation 
of the active investigation 
included the courtroom, 
the grand jury chamber 
and the old jail where sev¬ 


eral deaths occurred . 

Investigators reviewed 
more than six hours of 
audio and video and had 
several personal experi¬ 
ences. The group also 
gave a copy of the audio 
evidence to the Local. 

Footsteps and muffled 
conversations were heard 
in the grand jury cham¬ 
bers, the courtroom and 
the hallway in between the 
rooms. A stationary audio 
recorder in the connect¬ 
ing hallway caught several 
inconclusive sounds — 
sounds that couldn’t be 
accounted for as voices, 
floor noises or doors and 
their origin couldn’t be 
discerned. 

During the courtroom 
investigation, Hood lis¬ 
tened to audio captured in 
real time on his laptop. 

“Is there anyone in here 
in the courtroom with 
us,” Hood asked. “State 
your name.” 

When several members 
heard what they thought 
was a response, Hood 
examined the audio just 
captured. 

“After I ask the ques¬ 
tion, there is a response,” 
Hood said. “What sounds 
like it could be a male 
voice says, T’m here.” 

The group continued to 
catch unexplainable audio 
evidence. 

A whistle, similar to 
a personal account, was 
captured in the court¬ 
room on Friday night. 
Unintelligible whispers 
were caught on a recorder 
in the women’s bathroom. 
A disembodied male voice 
in the men’s section of the 
jail replied on a recorder 
with the single word, 
‘mommy.’ 

“We were in the base¬ 
ment where the old cells 
were,” Hood said. “We 
were having the conversa¬ 
tion about them and a 
voice was captured say¬ 
ing, ‘holding cage’ while 
we were discussing it. It’s 
very clear.” 

But one claim has been 
soundly debunked. 

Tim Rose, general man¬ 
ager of Oracle Elevator, 
services the courthouse 
elevator. 

“It does have features 
that would actually allow 
it to move on its own to 
readjust on or ‘homeland’ 
where is it will rest at a 
certain floor,” Rose said. 
“A certain amount of time 
you will hear the elevator, 
typically because of that 
or temperature. Oil con¬ 
denses in certain tempera¬ 
tures and the elevator will 
readjust itself.” 

Anomalies like white 
noise blasts across one of 
the group’s walkie-talkies 
when they were asking 
questions couldn’t be 
explained. Jeff Hinton said 
his personal experience 
and the captured evidence 
compels him to conclude 
the courthouse has para¬ 
normal activity. 

“There is definite activ¬ 
ity and everyone I believe 
experienced something 
there,” Hinton said. “For 
me personally, I heard 
more voices Saturday 
morning than I have on 
any other investigation. 
While we did not experi¬ 
ence near the claims that 
come from the staff at the 
courthouse, we were only 
able to debunk a few of 
their experiences. I was 
not able, in my mind, to 
debunk as much there as I 
had hoped to.” 

Hood concurred, given 
the personal experiences 
during the investigation 
and the verifiable evidence 
the group caught. The 
activity didn’t seem mali¬ 
cious but not necessarily 
timid. 

“We caught compelling 
evidence,” Hood said. “I 
don’t like to use the word 
‘haunted’ but would say 
there is paranormal activ¬ 
ity there and some of the 
voices we captured wanted 
to be heard.” 

Hood will make the 
courthouse audio clips 
available on the group’s 
website and looks forward 
to the next investigation. 

“I believe a common 
thread runs through all 
of our members. We are 
believers at heart but 
skeptics in practice. We 
seek evidence of the para¬ 
normal and often find it. 
It’s the thrill of those finds 
that fuels our passion to 
continue hunting in the 
dark together.”

Grazing with the environment in mind

With the many chal¬ 
lenges of managing an 
agriculture operation, 
environmental concerns 
often fall low on the 
priority list. However, 
incorporating a few 
key practices can help 
ensure animal health, 
improve soil resources, 
and protect water qual¬ 
ity. In addition, these 
practices can be included 
in a Kentucky agriculture 
water quality plan and 
help you comply with 
environmental regula¬ 
tions. 

The Kentucky 
Agriculture Water 
Quality Act was passed 
in 1994, and states that 
all farms that are 10 acres 
or more in size need 
to develop and imple¬ 
ment an Agriculture 
Water Quality (AWQ) 
plan. Participation in 
several USDA programs 
and now the Phase I 
Agriculture Development 
Fund Cost Share pro¬ 
gram require a com¬ 
pleted AWG plan to be 
on file at the conserva¬ 
tion district office. AWQ 
plans consist of specific 
best management practic¬ 
es that will be utilized on 


the farm to protect water 
quality. These BMPs also 
make good agronomic 
sense for the farm, and in 
some cases may already 
be part of a sound farm 
management plan. 

Here are some exam¬ 
ples of Ag Water Quality 
Plan BMPs that can be 
incorporated into your 
operation: 

• Livestock BMP No. 
1: Planned grazing sys¬ 
tem 

This practice is also 
known as rotational 
grazing. By utilizing 
rotational grazing, ani¬ 
mals are provided with 
adequate forage to meet 
their nutritional needs 
without overgrazing 
pastures. When pastures 
are overgrazed, bare soil 
is susceptible to erosion 
and compaction. 

• Livestock BMP No. 
3: Riparian area protec¬ 
tion 


Riparian areas are also 
known as streamside 
buffers. These buffers 
protect water quality 
by reducing erosion on 
stream banks and captur¬ 
ing manure and soil in 
runoff. These areas can 
be fenced to exclude live¬ 
stock as part of a rota¬ 
tional grazing system. 

• Livestock BMP No. 
4: Limiting livestock 
access to streams by 
fencing, with alternative 
water systems 

When livestock have 
full access to streams 
and other water bodies, 
they create water qual¬ 
ity problems by loafing 
in these areas. Mud and 
manure can degrade 
water resources, and 
contaminate livestock 
drinking water sources. 
By fencing streams and 
providing an alternative 
water source, animals 
have access to clean 


water (which results in 
better health and weight 
gain) while protecting 
water quality. 

• Livestock BMP No. 
11: Nutrient manage¬ 
ment 

Managing nutrients on 
the farm are an essential 
component to protecting 
water quality. If manures 
or commercial fertilizers 
are applied to crop fields 
on the farm, a nutrient 
management plan must 
be developed and fol¬ 
lowed as part of the Ag 
Water Quality Plan. A 
nutrient management 
plan ensures crop needs 
are met without the loss 
of nutrients to surface 
or ground water. Excess 
nutrients in water bodies 
can cause problems for 
municipal drinking water 
systems, degrade aquatic 
habitats, and cause harm¬ 
ful algal blooms, which 
can adversely affect live¬ 
stock.

Water Quality Plan, visit 
www.ca.uky.edu/ awqa, 
the local Conservation 
District or the 
Cooperative Extension 
Service office. 


Last alfalfa harvest 

Several folks have 
called to ask about how 
the recent frosts and 
freezes have affected their 
forages. It appears that 
we were definitely cold 
enough to kill any annual 
forages such as the sor¬ 
ghum hybrids, millets, 
and Johnsongrass. Some 
of these plants will pro¬ 
duce poisonous Prussic 
Acid right after the frost, 
but the poisonous com¬ 
pounds dissipate and 
leave the plant as it dries 
up and becomes brown, 
whether it is cut for hay 
or left standing. Just 
make sure it is complete¬ 
ly dried up. 

These cold tempera¬ 
tures will slow growth of 
our cool season peren¬ 
nial grasses and legumes, 
but it doesn’t kill them. 
Grasses such as fescue, 
bluegrass, Orchardgrass 
and timothy are likely to 
continue good growth 
and production for sev¬ 
eral more weeks. Clovers 
got nipped pretty hard, 
and when compared to 
alfalfa, they will show 
more leaf damage from 
the freeze last Friday 
morning. In deciding 


which pastures to graze 
next as we head toward 
winter, use the clover 
pastures first, because 
the dry matter of the 
forage seems to disap¬ 
pear. That brings us to 
the question of how to 
handle our other favorite 
legume, namely alfalfa. 

Alfalfa as a cool season 
perennial has some par¬ 
ticular needs as it goes 
into the winter dormant 
season. Research tells 
us that the last har¬ 
vest for alfalfa needs to 
be around the first of 
November, so whenever 
you wish to take growth 
off by grazing, haylage, 
or dry hay after seeing 
this article should be 
fine. The plant is still 
alive, will still grow, but 
it simply won’t grow 
enough to use much 
of its’ important root 
reserves for winter hardi¬ 
ness because of the short 
day length and colder 
weather.

Nov. 15 
is America Recycles Day 
and is a great opportu¬ 
nity to introduce young 
people to these important 
concepts. 

Food waste, including 
uneaten food and food 
scraps, was the single 
largest component of 
municipal solid waste in 
landfills in 2010. Food 
waste makes an even big¬ 
ger environmental impact 
when you consider the 
soil, nutrients, water and 
energy required to pro¬ 
duce, process and trans¬ 
port that discarded food. 
This waste is not only 
hard on the environment 
but also on our wallets. 

Help your 4-H’er 
understand the impact of 
food waste and encour¬ 
age them to play an active 
role on reducing your 
family’s food waste. Set 
aside a time when family 
members can plan out 


their meals for the week. 
This can help you better 
develop a shopping list 
and allow family members 
to become more active 
participants in meal plan¬ 
ning. Before going to 
the grocery store, shop 
your pantry and use up 
items you already have 
first. Once at the store, 
purchase only the items 
you need. Save leftovers 
for lunch the next day 
or start a leftover night 
when your family can eat 
food leftover from the 
week. 

Build a compost bin 
with your 4-H’er to make 
better use of food scraps. 
Many food scraps includ¬ 
ing fruit, vegetables, cof¬ 
fee grounds, tea bags and 
egg shells can be com¬ 
posted. Composting not 
only reduces the amount 
of wastes dumped into 
landfills, but it lessens 
the amount of chemical 
fertilizers needed in home 
gardens as it provides 
nutrients to the soil. It 
improves soil drain¬ 


age and helps hold soil 
together. 

Compost bins are fairly 
inexpensive and simple to 
build, and you can make 
them from materials 
including chicken wire, 
wooden boards or wood 
pallets. A metal garbage 
can with a lid or a 5 5-gal¬ 
lon barrel also make great 
composting bins, but be 
sure they were not previ¬ 
ously used for toxic mate¬ 
rials. More information 
on different types of bins 
is available at http:// 
www. ca. uky. edu/enri/ 
compost .php.
